that: it will prove ‘n-the end more harm- 
ful than good. Serious maladies require 
sharp remedies, and there are cases 
where, as a last resort, the Rill-or-curo 
method must bé employed. If there is no 
body of men in China capable of ruling 
the nation, evolving order ont of dis- 
order, and bringing the people to their 
senses, then tho task must fall on out- 
siders; and it ig this fact which China- 
should recognise when she is confronted: 
with the demands of other Powers. Has 
the pressure brought to bear on China 
by the other Powers served to move her 
extraordinary, unwieldy bulk{ Some 
observers claim that Chine hag. been 
moved, but it is a difficult question to 
decide, It is true that she has got rid 
uf one form of oligarchy, bub is she not 
about to set up anuther? She has framed 
a provisional Constitution, and is now 
about to frame a permanent Constitution, 
but the day is past for believing that 
there are any virtues in a Constitution 
te compel the people living under it to 
be-free and happy, for if the Constitu- 
tion. does not agree with the temper of 
the times thero are a hiindred ways of 
getting round it..

civilians; the restoration, of Allied con- 
trols; the immediate release of . political 
prisoners; tho indemnification. of those 
who suffered unjustly in consequence of 
the events of December 1st, the removal 
of the officer responsible for the orders 
given on December 1st, apologies by the 
Greek Government to the Futente, and & 
public salute to the Allied flags. 

The Note intimates that Allied troops 
may shortly be landed at Itea and con- 
veyed to Salonika by the. Larissa. Rail- 
way. Our reserves will liave full liberty 
of action in the event of the Greek Gov- 
ermment’s giving further cause for com- 


plaint. It pledges the #ntente not to 
permit the Venizelist forces to cross the
